ASLA

The Council of Landscape Architectural Registration 
Boards (CLARB) held its annual meeting Sept 15, 16 and 
17, 2011, in Chicago, Illinois. The meeting was attended 
by 40 of the 48 states and provinces that are members of 
the CLARB organization, with special guest visitor from 
the Mexico Society of Landscape Architects and the 
University of Mexico. Attending for the State of Kansas 
were Philip J. Meyer, L.A. member of KSBTP and Jean 
Boline, Executive Director for the board.

The meeting started Thursday morning with a Member 
Board Exchange. This exchange fosters open discussion 
among member Board Executives to share ideas, tools and 
approaches to common challenges facing boards. Thursday 
afternoon CLARB held several education sessions open to 
all members covering the following topics: New Member 
Orientation; Maintaining and Enhancing Board Relevance; 
“So you want to be a CLARB Leader”; and Idea Swap 
which included “Board Consolidation”; “Harmonizing 
Regulations among Multiple Disciplines” and “Leveraging 
the Results of the Task Analysis.” These education sessions 
were well attended by the CLARB membership with lots 
of positive dialogue.

On Friday morning the session started with an update 
on ALSA activities by Jonathon Mueller, President of 
ASLA; an update on Dealing with Budget Issues from 
Terri Clements, President of CELA; and a presentation 
on International Exchange from Francisco Luna Ugarte, 
President of the Mexico Society of Landscape Architects. 

Mid-morning Ian Wasson, CLARB President gave us an 
update on the new enhanced nominations process and 
the Board approved 2012 budget. Jim Penrod, Deputy 
Executive Director, gave an update on the LARE transition 
process. Near the end of 2012 the LARE will transition 
from a 5 section to a 4 section exam and the graphic 
portions of the exam will become computerized. Ian 
Wasson and Joel Albizo, Executive Director of CLARB, 
gave an update on the Organizational Process of CLARB. 
Nancy Somervill, ASLA Executive V.P./CEO, gave us 
an update on the LA CES. Dennis Mersky, Treasurer of 
CLARB, gave the Treasurer’s Report for the fiscal year. 
Veronica Meadows, Director of Communications for 
CLARB, demonstrated the Exam Candidate Website. This 
system is presently being soft-tested for candidates. Jerany 
Jackson, Secretary of CLARB, explained the proposed 
Bylaws Revisions that were on the ballot for this annual 
meeting. Temple Berry, Past President, presented the 
Officer Ballot of Nominees for CLARB Office.

Friday afternoon the group broke into regional 
meetings. Each State gave an update of issues and 
challenges that they face. We then discussed two specific 
topic items presented by the CLARB Board of Directors 
to obtain more regional input. These two topics were: 
“Universal Designation of Licensure” and “Administering 
Selected Exams in School.” As always, these questions 
brought up a good dialogue between the representatives 
in attendance. Kansas is part of Region IV which also 
includes Colorado, Nebraska, New Mexico, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Oklahoma, and Wyoming.

Saturday morning we reconvened in General Session. 
This session began with an update from the President, 
followed by a summary by each Regional Director of the 
questions and topics discussed at each of the five Regional 
meetings. We were given the results of the election for 
the new officers. Denise Husband, from Wilmington, 
Delaware will now serve as President of CLARB for the 

next year. We all offer Ian Wasson, Past President 
our best wishes and thanks for his service to 
CLARB.

Reminder: Renewal 
Fees Reduced

To reflect sensitivity to the current economic conditions, 
the Kansas State Board of Technical Professions has 
reduced biennial license fees. Beginning with the renewal 
of Landscape Architect licenses which expired on 
December 31, 2010, renewal fees have been reduced to 
$70. This continues through all licenses renewed in 2012. 

Certificates of Authorization have been reduced to $95. 

The individual license renewal fee for age 70 and older 
will remain at $5. 

These fees will remain at this reduced rate for the 
foreseeable future.

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On December 9, 2011 the Kansas Board of Technical 
Professions adopted revised regulations. Included here 
are the revised regulations as they were presented to the 
Board for approval. Due to the early submission date for 
information in this newsletter, the officially adopted 
versions were not available at press time. Please check the 
Board’s website, www.kansas.gov/ksbtp, for the official 
versions of the adopted regulations and their effective 
dates.

Board to Adopt Revised Regulations

66-7-1. Applications; transcript and references 
required. (a) In addition to the appropriate, completed 
application form and fee, each applicant shall also supply 
submit the following:

(a)(1)	An official transcript to verify any educational 
credit; and

(b)(2)	verification of any practical experience for which 
credit is claimed on reference forms approved by 
the board and forwarded directly to the board 
office by the individual providing the reference.

(b)	 Each applicant for a license by reciprocity shall 
also submit the following:

(1)	 Verification of any exams previously taken; and
(2)	 verification of a current active license. (Authorized 

by K.S.A. 2010 Supp. 74-7013; implementing 
K.S.A. 2010 Supp. 74-7018; effective May 1, 1984; 
amended May 4, 1992; amended P-__________ .)

66-9-7. Educational standard acceptable to the board 
for reciprocity applicants.

For purposes of K.S.A. 74-7024 and amendments 
thereto, the following shall apply:

(a)	 Each applicant for a license to practice 
engineering, surveying, landscape architecture, 
or geology by reciprocity shall be deemed to have 
met the educational standard acceptable to the 
board if the applicant’s educational qualifications 
when the original license was issued would have 
met the Kansas requirements in effect on that 
date.

(b)	 Each applicant for a license to practice 
architecture by reciprocity shall provide proof 
of certification by the national council of 
architectural registration boards (NCARB). 
The requirements for this certification shall be 
those specified in chapters one, two, and three 

of the “handbook for interns and architects,” 
published by the national council of architectural 
registration boards and revised July 2011. These 
three chapters are hereby adopted by reference. 
(Authorized by K.S.A. 2010 Supp. 74-7013; 
implementing K.S.A. 74-7024; effective Feb. 4, 
2005; amended P-_____________.)

66-10-1. Architectural experience of a character 
satisfactory to the board. Each applicant shall complete 
the intern development program (IDP) as specified in 
the “intern development program guidelines,” including 
the appendix, appendices and excluding the section titled 
“the next steps,” dated January 2010 July 2011, published 
by the national council of architectural registration 
boards (NCARB), and hereby adopted by reference. Each 
applicant shall provide a completed record of architectural 
experience prepared by the NCARB. (Authorized by 
K.S.A. 2009 2010 Supp. 74-7013 and K.S.A. 74-7019; 
implementing K.S.A. 74-7019; effective May 1, 1984; 
amended May 4, 1992; amended Feb. 22, 1993; amended 
Feb. 14, 1994; amended Feb. 13, 1995; amended March 
1, 1996; amended Feb. 6, 1998; amended Feb. 9, 2001; 
amended Nov. 1, 2002; amended Feb. 3, 2006; amended 
March 28, 2008; amended Nov. 6, 2009; amended June 18, 
2010; amended P-____________ .)

66-10-3. Architectural experience required of a 
reciprocity applicant. (a) Each architectural reciprocity 
applicant for a license to practice architecture by 
reciprocity shall provide proof of certification by the 
national council of architectural registration boards 
(NCARB), for approval by the board. The requirements for 
this certification shall be those specified in the portions 
of the “handbook for interns and architects” adopted by 
reference in K.A.R. 66-9-7.

(b)	 If the applicant received the license upon which 
the request for reciprocity is based prior to 
January 1, 1993, then the applicant may provide 

a record of architectural experience compiled and 
evaluated by the national council of architectural 
registration boards (NCARB) rather than 
providing proof of certification by NCARB.

(c)	 Each architectural reciprocity applicant whose 
original license was granted after January 1, 
1994, shall provide proof of completion of the 
intern development program (IDP), as compiled, 
evaluated, and transmitted by the national council 
of architectural registration boards (NCARB). 
(Authorized by K.S.A. 2010 Supp. 74-7013; 
implementing K.S.A. 74-7019; effective May 1, 
1984; amended May 1, 1985; amended May 4, 
1992; amended Feb. 22, 1993; amended Feb. 14, 
1994; amended Feb. 13, 1995; amended P-_ ____ .)

66-12-1. Minimum standards for the practice of 
land surveying. The board hereby adopts by reference the 
following:

(a)	 The “2005 minimum standard detail requirements 
for ALTA/ACSM land title surveys (effective 
February 23, 2011)”; and

(b)	 the “accuracy standards for ALTA/ACSM land 
title surveys,” published in 2005; and

(c)	 the “Kansas minimum standards for boundary 
surveys and mortgagee title inspections standards 
of practice” adopted by the Kansas society of 
land surveyors and last amended December 2009, 
except that the preface and scope sections shall be 
deleted.  (Authorized by K.S.A. 2009 2010 Supp. 
74-7013; implementing K.S.A. 74-7037; effective 
May 4, 1992; amended Feb. 14, 1994; amended 
Feb. 13, 1995; amended March 1, 1996; amended 
Feb. 4, 2000; amended Jan. 23, 2009; amended 
June 18, 2010; amended P-__________.)
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we were able to feel the hotel sway as the earthquake 
hit Virginia. By Friday attendees were scrambling to 
reschedule flights out of Providence before hurricane 
Irene hit on Sunday. All Kansas delegates were able to 
leave before the airport shut down. Those of us from the 
Midwest are used to tornados but not earthquakes and 
hurricanes.

Between the two events Mother Nature provided the 
Council tackled their business for the year. Many motions 
were discussed and passed by the body. One motion from 
the Committee on Examination Policy and Procedures 
will make the Principles and Practice of Surveying exam a 
closed book exam beginning with the spring administration 
in 2013. The longest and most passionate debate of the 
meeting occurred in connection with the motion to set 
exam fees for exams once the FE and FS exams become 
computerized. The final motion passed by the body will 
make FE and FE exam fees $250 (inclusive). The PE and 
PS exams will be $250 plus any exam administration fees 
charged by the exam vendor or boards. The Alternate 
Licensure Pathway Task Force, formed to study the 
concept of a possible alternate pathway to meeting the 
2020 master’s or equivalent requirement for engineering 
licensure, outlined a plan which included alternate 
education and a mentoring program. The proposed plan 
was not approved by the membership.

Those attending also took part in many forums and 
workshops where they heard details on council activities 
and shared concerns and ideas with participants from 
other state boards. Topics included: “What’s My Ethical 
IQ,” “CBT Task Force Update,” “Surveyors and Floodplain 
Mapping,” “Orientation to Digital Signatures,” and 
“Alternate Licensure Pathway Task Force Update.” 

Dale Jans, P.E., South Dakota, will serve as NCEES 
president for the 2011-2012 year. The members elected 
Gene Dinkins, P.E., P.L.S., South Carolina, as president-
elect and David Widmer, P.L.S., Pennsylvania, as treasurer 
for a two year term. Newly commissioned Vice Presidents 
are Howard (Skip) Harclerode II, P.E., Northeast Zone, and 
Theodore Sack, P.L.S., Southern Zone. Continuing on the 
Board of Directors are Central Zone Vice-President Nancy 
Gavlin, P.E., S.E., and Western Zone Vice President Patty 
Mamola, P.E.

The National Council of Architectural Registration 
Boards (NCARB) will implement the final phase of Intern 
Development Program (IDP) 2.0 on April 3-5, 2012. This 
phase will include new experience categories and areas, 
simplified experience settings, and an enhanced electronic 
system to report IDP experience.

To facilitate these changes, a new, updated, and more 
user-friendly electronic reporting system will be available 
through My NCARB on the Council’s website on April 
5, 2012. On April 3, 2012, the current reporting system 
will be shut down and will be inaccessible as the data is 
converted to IDP 2.0. Interns must submit any hours 
under the current requirements to their supervisor 
before April 3, 2012. All experience submitted to their 
supervisor or approved by their supervisor prior to the 
implementation of the final phase will be rolled over. 
All reports submitted after the new system becomes 
available on April 5, 2012 will count toward IDP 2.0 
requirements.

IDP 2.0 is the most significant update to the Intern 
Development Program (IDP) since its inception in the 
1970s. The Practice Analysis of Architecture was used 
as the foundation to update the program requirements to 
more closely align with the current practice of architecture 
and to identify the comprehensive training that is essential 
for competent practice.

Experience Categories, Areas, and Settings
IDP 2.0 will have four experience categories and 17 

experience areas that will replace the current training 
requirement. The new categories and areas are aligned to 
the phases of project development in architecture practice 
today. Both will have minimum experience hours that must 
be earned.

The overall hours required to complete the IDP will 
remain 5,600 hours. Of those hours, 3,740 must be earned 
through core hours in the categories and areas, and 1,860 
hours may be earned through elective hours.

Also, the current seven work settings that interns 
must be employed in to earn hours will be simplified 
into three experience settings. Interns must earn 1,860 
hours of experience under the direct supervision of an 
IDP supervisor licensed as an architect in a U.S. or 
Canadian Jurisdiction in an organization engaged in the 
lawful practice of architecture. The two other experience 
settings allow interns to work under the direct supervision 
of other professionals as well as earn core and elective 
hours whether or not employed. There will also be the 
opportunity for interns to earn hours through academic 
internships.

IDP Supervisors
Another major change in IDP 2.0 is the modification of 

the location-of-licensure requirement for IDP supervisors. 
The current program requires that IDP supervisors in 
certain work settings be licensed in the jurisdiction where 
they are located. In IDP 2.0 the definition of experience 
setting A and opportunities within O require that the IDP 
supervisor be licensed in a U.S. or Canadian jurisdiction, 
not necessarily where he or she is located.

Rollover to IDP 2.0
In order to assist interns with the rollover to the new 

program, NCARB has launched a new section of its 
website devoted to IDP 2.0. It includes a history of the 
program, a timeline for the implementation, a breakdown 
of the new categories and areas, definitions of the new 
experience settings, and other resources. More tools and 
resources, including assistance with the rollover rules 
from the old to the new program, will become available 
over the next several months. New IDP 2.0 Guidelines and 
IDP 2.0 Supervisor Guidelines with the official rules and 
requirements are anticipated to be released early in 2012.

Final Phase of IDP 2.0 to be Implemented 
April 2012

Washington, DC–The 2011 survey of US architectural 
registration boards by the National Council of 
Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB) indicates 
that there are currently 104,301 registered architects in 
the United States. This represents a 1 percent decrease 
in licensed architects from last year’s survey. Data was 
collected in August 2011 from the jurisdictions and reflects 
July 2010 through June 2011.

The 2011 survey also reveals that there are 117,994 
reciprocal (out-of-state) architects, for a total of 222,295 
registrations. This represents a 1 percent increase in 

reciprocal licenses and overall registrations. California has 
the highest number of resident architects (15,575) and the 
highest number of total registrations (19,482).

NCARB collects data for the survey from its 54 
Member Boards, which includes all 50 states, the District 
of Columbia, Guam, Puerto Rico, and the U.S. Virgin 
Islands. NCARB makes this information available annually 
as a service to the profession. For more information about
